My friend explained that 
people who commit suicide do not 
talk about it and advised meé ‘to 
forget the silly business. She de- 
scribed these threats as ‘silly’ al- 
though I have never been able to 
regard them so.

“Is there any danger of my wife 
repeating this threat until it be- 
comes an obsession and: really 
carries her into some wiolent 
Plar? Of course you can always.

much alike in temperament. We 
are likely to go off at half cock 
and snatch-up-a saying that might: 
heve a double meaning, 

“I am very fond of my wife, and 
{ think she likes me well enough, 
but this series of suicidal threats 
is wrecking my life. I am in con- 
stan’ terror. I got no sympathy 
from my own mather, and. my 
wife’s parent was entirely out of 
sympathy with both of us. 

“If there was some. way we 
could settle our problems without 
getting heated up, I would be 
glad to make an effort to end this 
nightmare, It is really more se- 
rious than you might imagine, 

Apprehensive” 

Lack of control is your trouble, 
ard until you gain control of 
your tempers there will always. 
be a dangerous situation. 

It is true that those’ who: 
threaten seldom carry out their 
threats, whether they are suicidal 
or otherwise. I do not think any 
one who has the interests of an- 
cther at heart could possibly 
laugh off such a threat. I do 
chink, horvever, that you should 
Eave on2 quarrel to end. all quar- 
rels, Shew her that you are ‘Dot 
intinidated by her threats, and 
that you do not propose: to have 
your serenity 1uined in any such 
manner.
